and Biaſs, Made, Wrought, and 
Uended Within this Kingdom, which 
is not of ſuch Fine Mettal, and ſuch perfec 


Gtodnels as the ſame ought to be; and is 


Made, Wrought, and Uended oftentimes by ve- 
ry 
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ry Unskillful perſons, who underſtand not the 
True Making and Woking of ſuch Metals, 
o2 by=other perſons, who uſe the ſaid Art De⸗ 
ceitfully , all which Tends much to the pꝛeju⸗ 
dice of His Majeſty s Dubjeas, who have oc- 
calion to Buy, and make Uſe of Pewter and 
2zals: Fo: Remedy Whereof. 

We tt Enacted by the King's Moſt Exeellent 
Majeſty, by, and With che Avvice and Conſent 
of the Tozds Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons in this preſent Parliament Allem⸗ 
bled, and by Authozity of the ſame, That 
from and after the Firlt day of January next. 
which will be in the pꝛelent Pear of Dur Zo2d, 
One thouſand Six hundzed and Ninety ſeaven, 
no perſon oz perſons, uſing the Craft o: Trade 
of Pewters and Brallers, oz who Buy, Sell, 
Trade, 02 Deal in the lame, within this Realm, 
ſhall Sell oz Change, any Pewter oꝛ Baſs, 
New o2 Old, at any place c2 places, ſave only 
in open Faires and Markets, o in their own 
Publick Shops and Dwelling Houſes , upon
